Heroic work was done by citizen r ^ - 
cue parties and by the fire and police 
departments. 


Of eight persons in one house which 
was swept down Waller creek, all but 
one aie ^lieved to have perished.

in torrents.

He pointed 
out in the decision that the jury \>as 
called in "to aid the court by, their ad- 
vice" and that the finding of the jury 
would not be binding. If the court was 
satisfied that it was not in accordance 
with the evidence and with Justice.

Berlin April 11.—^(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press)—The demand for 
new capital on the part of commercial 
and manufacturing companies has not 
been so greatly restricted by the war as 
had been supposed. In the March quar- 
ter new and old joint stock and limited 
liability companies absorbed $21,700,000 
of new capital, as compared with $36,- 
200,000 for the corresponding quarter 
of 1914. In March alone 110 new com- 
panies were organized or nearly twice as 
many as in November. 


Since the war began the total amount 
of capital absorbed by such companies 
has been slightly less than $100,000,000. 
Of this total $43,900,000 fell to manufac- 
turing companies and the rest to banks 
and 
general commercial 
undertakings. 
Banks alone absorbed about $23,.500,(^ 
of new capital. Most of the manufactur- 
ing and trading companies that called 
for new capital needed it for financing 
government contracts for military sup- 
plies. 


Bank clearings in Germany for March 
were nearer normal than for any month 
since the war began. In August 
the 
turn over fell as low as $700,000,000, 
considerably less than half the 
July 
total. 
During the following five months 
it ranged a little more than $1,000,000,- 
000 but for March the figures advanced 
to $1,378,000,000 which was onlv 20 per 
cent, less than for :March of 'l914. 


Figures indicating the large scjjpa of 
public work being carried on in Berlin 
have just been compiled. They show that 
about $62,500,000 is being expended.

; The council also has ordered all hold- 
ers of rice and rice flour in quantities

Arguments Monday on Mo- 
tions by City Officials 
at Muncie. 


Muncie, Ind., April 23.—Motions to 
quash indictments Avhich charge Mayor 
Rollin H. Bunch, 
Deputy 
Prosecutor 
Gene Williams and several other city 
officials who were arrested following the 
returning of true bills by the recent 
grand jury charging the acceptance of 
bribes, malfeasance in office and con- 
spiracy to accept and receive bribes, etc., 
wore filed in circuit court yesterday. Ar- 
guments on the motions will be heard 
next Monday. 
, 


The motions allege the 
indictments 
are not in regular form; that there is 
no such crime defined in Indiana law 
as "conspiracy" in matters of the kind 
alleged in the indictments; that the in- 
dictments are irregular 
because 
they 
were returned by a grand jury over 
which the regular prosecuting attorney 
did not preside; that the indictments 
are not specific; that the indictments 
contain facts that are a bar to prosecu- 
tion, and that the charges set forth did 
not constitute public offenses. Prosecutor 
J . Frank Mann who refused to sign 
the grand jury indictments but did af- 
fix his name to the last three when or- 
dered by the court to ^o so, has an- 
nounced that he will prosecute all the 
cases except those in fhich his deputy 
is charged, and he arnnounced that he 
would be a witness for the défense in 
four of the five cases affecting Deputy 
Prosecutor Williams. 
He declared that 
he would not act for the state in these 
cases.

the 
court at the instance of the grand jury 
appointed a special prosecutor to take 
charge of the investigation.

NEW PLOT TO KIDMP 
THlWJUlilllTED 


New York Sheriff Uncovers 
Scheme for Dash Into 
Virginia. 


New York, April 23.—Sheriff Girifen- 
hagen tald today thut he had taken 
every precaution to frustrate an alleged 
plot to spirit Harry Thaw out of New 
York state, which came to light last 
night in Norfolk, W. Va. 
Without ac- 
cusing Thaw or any of his intimates of 
participation in the plot the local au- 
thorities said they had reason to be- 
lieve that plans had been laid to take 
Thaw from his guard on the way to 
court 'here, place him in an automobile 
and hurry him to the first train for Vir- 
ginia. 
According to the sheriff the plan 
was first revealed by the following letter 
written to Assistant District Attorney 
Frederick J. Groehel, of New York, by 
Louis Weinroh, of Norfolk. 
"A man 
comes over to me and he said I should 
go to New York when Harry Thaw's 
case comes up on the twenty-second of 
April and will give me two more men 
and ihey will have an automobile to 
take Harry Thaw away when he comes 
to court room and he offered mo one 
thousand dollars and all expenses and 
a security for any accident happening 
to me in any responsible place but 
refused him the job because he wanted 
me to go at once with him to New York 
but I wanted him to give me $60 before 
I go with him. 


"He will not consent to do that he 
only wanted to pay me car fare to New 
Yori' and go there with him to hit office 
in New York. This man is a detective, 
but he travels from the city to another. 
I know him but I can't write you in this 
letter who he is. But If I could see you 
personally, I will tell who he it, if you 
want me you could wire me at once on 
your expense and I will come to New 
York."

What Causes the Different 
Colors of the Rainbow? 


The colors of the rainbow, which are 
always the same,'and arC shown in this 
order—red, orange, yellow, green, , blue 
and violet'—are sunlight broken up into 
its original colors. It takes aJl of these 
colors in the proportions in which they 
aré mixed in the rainbow to make the 
pure sunlight. 
These are known as the 
prismatic colors. As shown in another 
answer to one of your puzzling ques- 
tions, the rainbow is caused by the rays 
of the sun passing into drops of wate»- 
in the air and reflected back to us with 
one part of the drop of water acting on 
it in such a way as to break up the 
pure sunlight into-these prismatic col- 
ors. When a rainbow appears at a time 
when there is a great deal of sunlight, 
you will generally see two rainbows. 
The inner rainbow 
is 
formed by the 
rays of the sun that enter :the upper 
part of the falling raindrops, and the 


oiiter rainbow is formed by the ray^ 
that enter the under part of the rain- 
drops. 
In the inner or primary bow. 
as it is called, the colors beginning at 
the outside 
ring 
of 
color 
are red, 
orange, yellow, green, blue and violet, 
and being exactly reverse in the outer 
or secondary bow. The secondary bow 
is also fainter. You may sometimes se«! 
smaller rainbows, 
even if it has not 
been raining, when looking at a fountain 
or waterfall. 
These are caused in ex- 
actly the same way.

All are putting up a 
bravo front, and yet all are known to 
be anxious in regard to their finances, 
aiul especially anxious as to the eco- 
nomic situation that is to follow the 
close of hostilities. The amount given 
above covers only the actual cost of 
carrying on the war. Xo account 
is 
taken of the awful destruction of prop- 
erty, the decreased production, the loss 
of revenue, the interruption of trade, 
and the slaughter of the most 
effective 
producers. 
With these Items included 
the figures would soar. 


There is not a finance minister in Eu- 
rope who does not view the future with 
the gravest apprehension.

great trick to find men willing to be 
killed in the service of their country. 
In time of war nothing is cheaper than 
human life.

GREtT STHTH OF 
THEJiUEUES 


Proving A Surprise Even 
to Defenders of Turk- 
ish Stronghold. 


Berlin, April 10.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—A German officer 
of high rank, in a letter written from 
Constantinople on March 14, lays em- 
phasis upon the great strength of the 
¿«rdanelles defenses. H« says: 


"Our enemies have suffered two dis- 
appointments. The first was the effect 
—which surprised even ourselves—of the 
middle and light artillery a]^|inst ar- 


mored ships. 
The second was the good 
fehooting of the Turkish artillery. This 
latter has, no doubt, been put down 
by the English to German gunners, but 
the Turkish soldier, with his wonder- 
ful "^ilm, is well adapted for artillery 
work, if only he is given some practice 
and if there is proper control of fire. 


"The heavy Turkish batteries have 
thus far been very gilent, and their 
time is still to come. Numerous hidden 
battery positions have not been in ac- 
tion a' '^11. 
' 


"We jjntemplate therefore, with com- 
plete calm and confidcnce renewed at- 
tempts to break through, although we 
do not fail to appreciate the greatness 
and the diiEculty of our task. The 
troops are in jthe best spirits, well fed 
and adequately equipped. 
Th^y will 
certainly do their duty if the enemy, 
whose isolated attempts 
at 
landing 
have hitherto been quickly repelled, de- 
cide to land stronger forces."

New York Tombs Warden 
Says the Number is 
Increasing. 


New 
York, 
April 
20.—Twen^-five 
years a city employe and no time off 
during that period except his regular 
summer vacation. 


This is tlie record of Warden John 
J. Hanley, of the Tombs, who recently 
completed his twenty-fifth year as an 
employe of the department of correc 
tion. 


Before entering the correction depart 
ment he had been employed for three 
years in the park department 
He was 
appointed a keeper In the 
Tombs 
in 
1890, and since that time he has been 
continually connected with the admin- 
istration of the city prison except for 
one or two brief intervals when he was 
transferred to other institutions of the 
same department. 


He was made a deputy warden in lf)03 
and warden in 1912. 
jfle still has five 
years to go before he reaches 
fifty-fiva 
the age under which he is permitted to 
retire on a pension. 


Warden 
Hanley 
probably knows 
as 
many famous criminals 
and 
alleged 
criminals as any 
niEin In the country, 
and he says that all of them who have 
come under his 
jurisdiction 
are 
on 
friendly terms with him. 
Frequently 
he gets letters from former inmates of 
the Tombs 
expressing appreciation of 
the treatment that they have received. 


Prisoners Growing Younger. 
]\Iore notable, 
however, 
than 
the 
changes in the buildings are the changes 
in the character of the prisoners and 
the difficulties of prison 
management, 
according to the warden. 


"It seems," said 
Mr. 
Hanley, 
"as 
though our prisoners 
were 
constantly 
growing younger. Tn the old boys' prison 
we had accommodations for only forty- 
eight, and these accommodations were 
seldom all occupied at the same time. 
This was out of a total 
of about 400 
prisoners. 
Kow, out of a total of less 
than 800 prisoners we have sometimes 
as many as 170 boys, and the number 
is constantly increasing. 
By 
'boy' I 
mean any one from sixteen to twenty- 
one years old. 


"It seems that most of them are in 
for robbery, burglary or holdups. 
The 
only class of criminals who appear to 
have decreased are the bank burglars. 
We don't have them any more, and we 
used to get lots of them, 
I guess the 
modern improvements on bank 
vaults 
are responsible for this decrease. 


Drug Users Troublesome. 
"The big problem that Ave have to- 
day. ;n'hich we never had to think about 
in the old days, are the drug 
fiends. 
When I first came to the prison the only 
drug user we ever met Avas the opiiun 
smoker, and that was pretty 
seldom. 
Once in a while we w^ould find a man 
who would knock the bottom off of a 
clap pipe and after stopping up 
the 
bowl with soap use it to puff a pill." 


Here the warden Avas interrupted by 
a Avoman who said she A^'anted to see 
a friend, a Avoman Avho Avas known to 
be a drug fiend. 


"Yes, madam," said the Avarden, "you 
can go if you are willing to be stripped 
and searched by the matron, and I Avarn 
you that if she finds any drugs.you •will 
be locked up." 


The Avoman said she was willing, and 
she left Avith a slip of paper on 
A v h i c h 
the warden had written "O. K. 
Thor- 
ough search." 


"It is only in the last fiA'e years that 
we have had to

against the dope users," he went on.

SOME CAUDAL APPENDAGE. 


Taü of Melllifih's Comet eHasures 3,000,- 
000 Miles in Length. 


Flagstaff, Ariz,, April 23.—A 
direct 
photograph of Mellieh's comet made at 
the I^Well. observatory Tuesday morn- 
ing, shows a tail composed of two di- 
vergent branches, the longer one of 
which is probably not less than three 
njillion miles in length. 


Observations of the spectrum of the 
comet it was announced today, revealed 
the", usual cometarv gases. 
Cyanogen is 
one of its most prominent constituents 
but appears in this C4)niet in peculiar 
spectroscopic form which may be of 
special scientific interest while hydro- 
carbon is less prominent than in most 
comets. Other gases or vapors are evi- 
dences by the presence in the spectrum 
of several strong bright bands, but the 
chemical identification of Uiese is as 
j-et unknown.

For forty days (v. 16) Goliath defied 
Saul's army, encamped near 
Bethle- 
hem. 
Three of th© sons of Jesse were 
In SauUs army and to them David is 
sent with food ( w . 13, 18,19). 
Th«se 
brothers scornfully reproached David 
when ho expressed a willingness to 
iSght Goliath, accusing him of pride and 
reminding him that he was but a shep- 
herd (vv. 26-29). 
David's words are 
carried to Saul and he is introduced to 
the king. 


I. 
Boastful Pride, vv. 3844. 
Fear 
and dismay were aroused at tho very 
Bight of this proud Philistine (vr. 11, 
24, 32), yet such fear was foreign to 
David, for his eyes were not upon man 
but upon God (v. 37), 
He related to 
Saul his exploits not as boasting but 
as giving him assurance that God was 
able to deliver him out of the hand of 
this Philistine. 
Saul, who had once 
been a man of like simple faith, is now 
a s much in fear as any of his army. 
David was perhaps about t w e n t i years 
of age and verse 56 calls him a "strip- 
ling," hence it was that Saul's armor 
would not fit him (cf. 10:23). 
Human- 
ly speaking, it was an impossible thing 
David 
offered to accomplish 
single- 
handed. 
Even Saul (v. 32) sought to 
dissuade David, but David was 
not 
trusting in man nor depending upon 
the armor of the king (v. 39; Ps. 27:1- 
3; Isa. 12:2; Rom. 8:31). 
David took 
his familiar staff and 
sling 
(see 
1 
Thess. 5:21) and sallied forth, "strong 
in the Lord, not in himself; armed not 
with steel but with faith." 
Crossing 
"the valley" (v. 40 marg.) he prepared 
his sling, with which every Israelite 
was skilled (see I Sam. 13:19-23). 
On 
came the giant, a man about nine feet 
tall (v. 4), "a stalking mountain, over^ 
laid with brass and iron," preceded by 
his protector (v. 41). Why such a sol- 
dier after his period of triumph should 
desire this added safety is not quite 
clear. 
It suggests, however, the sin- 
ner's timidity which reveals his essen- 
tial weakness in that he trusts him- 
self, takes no chances, and is even sus- 
Ricious of his own supporters. 
What 
a contrast! 
This armored giant and 
this ruddy-faced, unarmed youth, car- 
rying only the staff, wherewith he was 
wont 
to 
fight 
wild beasts, and 
his 
sling! 
When God calls a man he uses 
that weapon with which the man is 
most familiar, and when the church or 
the Christian soldier seeks to fight in 
the armor of another, or by using the | 
weapons of the world, it is foredoomed 
to failure (Ex. 4:2; Judges 3:31), 


II. 
Conquering Humility, w . 45-51. 
David 
acknowledged 
Goliath's 
sn- 
perior armament, yet armed with the 
n a m e of the God of the army of Israel 
which Goliath had insulted, his confi- 
dence overtops that of the Philistine 
and he hurls back his broud 
boast. 
Furthermore, the victory was to be an 
immediate one, "this day" (Zech. 4:6; 
J a m e s 4:7). 
With calm assurance he 
informs Goliath of the outcome 
of 
their conflict, but takes no credit to 
himself. 
David had naught but naked 
faith and the sense of a just cause to 
strengthen his arm. 
H e would do to 
Goliath and the Philistines the things 
t h a t Goliath had boasted he would do 
to David (vv. 44 and 46) "that all t h e 
earth may know that there Is a God 
in Israel;" see also v, 47. 
David's 
seemingly insufiScient preparation 
is 
now revealed to be abundant, for he 
had four stpnes more than he needed 
(V. 40). 
It is thus that God chooses 
the weak things to confound the mighty 
(I Cor. 1:27). 


lU. 
Summary. 
We have before us 
three lessons. 
First the lesson of indi- 
vidual responsibility. A sinful king had 
paralyzed 
the 
effectiveness 
of 
the 
army of Israel. 
David, "a man after 
God's own heart," refused Saul's ar- 
mor, crying out "I cannot go in these." 
Saul, bound by tradition, must 
^se 
conventional weapons. 
Every 
great 
advance in t&e histcrr of the church 
has been led by some man who strucit 
out boldly. Insensible alike to the con- 
ventionalism of his friends and the 
gibes of the enemy. 
God would have 
every man work according to himself, 
not copying, not imitating, but with his 
own equipment. Second, all the giants 
of sin have not yet b ^ n overthrown. 
W e still have the giants of Intemper- 
ance, Unchastity, Graft, Selfishness, 
Ambition and the Inequalities of our 
civic and social life. 
These can only 
be overcome in the strength of God. 


Bunyan 
mentions 
three 
giants. 
Pride, Grim and Pagan: to these w e 
may add. Anger, Untruthfulness, Self- 
ishness and Sttllenness. 


Third, 
Our 
Helper. 
See 
Golden 
Text. 
Of all the graces David pos- 
sessed, faith was the root of each one 
—faith In a living God. 


His active faith caused him with 
nimble feet to attack this blasphemous 
enemy (•. 48). 


His faith In God cl^aracterizes his 
entire life, resoi^nds in his songs and 
strengthened his life of service for Je- 
hovah.

Much Demand for New Capi- 


tal for Commerce and 


Manufacture. 


Berlin April 11.—(Correspondence of 


The Associated Press)—-Tim demand for 
new capital on the part of commercial 
and manufacturing companies has not 
been so greatly restricted liy the war :IR 
l:ud been supposed. Tn the Jlarch quar- 
ter now and old joint stock and limited 
liability companies absorbed .$21,700,000 
of new capital, as compared with $30,- 
200,000 for the corresponding quarter 
of 1914. In March alone 110 new com- 
panies were organized or nearly twice an 
many as in November. 


Since the war began the total amount 


of capital absorbed by Birch companies 
las been slightly les.s "than $100,000,000. 
Of this total $43,900,000 fell to manufac- 
turing companies and the rest to banks, 
and general commercial undertakings. 
Bankn alonn absorbed about $23,500,000 
of new capital. Most of the manufactur- 
ing and trading companies that called 
for new capital needed it for financing 
government contracts for military sup- 
plies. 


Bank clearings in Germany for March 


were nearer normal than for any month 
since tho -war began. In August the 
turn over fell ns low as $700,000,000, 
considerably less than half the July 
total. During the following live month's 
it ranged a little, more than $1,000,000,- 
000 but for March the, figures advancec 
to $1,378,000,000 which was only 20 per 
cent, less than for Starch of 1914.

"It is time to get out of the fool's

The general reconstruction of tho to.r- 
itY, whether for bad or worse means at 
Jcast two years of doubt, hesitation and 
bad business. Agritation for wholesale 
tariff overturning must be bad for ev- 
erybody and for labor worst of all.

Proving a Surprise Even 


to Defenders of Turk- 


ish Stronghold, 


Berlin, April 10.—Correspondence of 


the Associated Press.—A German officer 
of high rank, in a letter, written from 
Constantinople on Ma,rch 14, lays em- 
phasis upoa the great strength of the 
Dardanelles defenses. He says: 


"Our enemies have suffered two dis- 


appointments. The first'-was the effect 
—which surprised even ourselves—of the 
middle and light artillery against ar- 


mored ships. The second was the good 
shooting of the Turkish artillery. This 
latter ha-s, no doubt, been put down 
by the English to German gmmcrs, but 
the Turkish soldier, with his wonder- 
ful calm, is v.-ell adapted for artillery 
work, if only he is given some practice 
and if there is proper control of fire. 


"The heavy Turkish batteries have 


thus far been very silent, and their 
time is still to come. Numerous hidden 
battery positions have not been in ac- 
tion at all. 


"We contemplate therefore, with com- 


plete calm and confidence renewed at' 
tempts to break through, although we 
do not fail to appreciate the greatness 
and the .difficulty 
of our task. The 


troops are in the test spirits, well fed 
and adequately equipped. They 
wil! 


certainly do their duty if the enemy 
whose isolated attempts

have hitherto been quickly repelled, de- 
cide to land stronger forces."

1SDO, and since that tlmn he has been 
continually connected -with the admin- 
istration of the city prison except for 
one or two brief intervals when he was 
transferred to other in.-ititutions of the 
same department. 


He was made a deputy warden in 1003

years to <:<> before he reaches fifty-five, 
the age under which }{f is permitted to 
retire on a pension. 


Warden llanley probably knowa as

and he says that all of them who have,

friendly terms with him. Frequently 
he gets letters from former inmates of 
thn Tombs expressing, appreciation of 
the treatment that, they have received. 


Prisoners Growing Younger. 


More notable, 
however, 
than 
tho 


changes in the buildings are the changes 
in the character of the pridoners and 
the difficulties of prison 
manugcmcnt, 


according to the warden. 


"It .seems," said 
Mr. 
TTnjiley, "as 


though our prisoners were constantly 
growing younger. In the old boys' prison 
we had accommodations for only forty- 
eight, and these accommodations were 
seldom nil occupied at the same time. 
Tliis was out of a total of about 400 
prisoners. Now, out of a total of lens 
than 300 prisoners we have sometimes 
as many as 170 boys, and the number 
is constantly increasing.

'boy' T 


mean any one from sixteen to twenty- 
one years old. 


"It ecems that most of them are in 


for robbery, burglary or holdups. The 
only cla-ss of criminals who appear to 
have decreased arc tho bank burglars. 
We don't have them any more, and wo 
used to get lots of them. I guess the 
modern improvements on bank vaults 
are responsible for this decrenfie. 


• Drug Users Troublesome. 


"The big problem that we have to- 


day, .jvhich we never had to think about 
in tho old days, are the drug fiends. 
When I first came to the prison the only 
drug user we ever met was the opium 
smoker, and that was pretty 
seldom. 


Once in a while we would find a man 
who would knock the bottom off of a 
clap pipe and after stopping up the 
bowl with soap use it to puff a pill." 


Here the warden was interrupted by 


a woman who said she wanted to see 
a friend, a woman who was known to 
be a drug fiend. 


"Yes, madam," said the warden, "you 


can go if you are. willing to be stripped 
and searched by the matron, and I warn 
you tha,t if she finds any drugs .you will 
be locked up." 


The woman said she was -willing, and 


she left with.a slip of paper on which 
the warden had written "Q. K. Thor- 
ough search."

DAVID AND GOLIATH. 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel 17:3-51. 
GOLDEN TEXT—II God be for us. who 


Is against us?—Rom. 8:31 R. V. 


Foj forty days (v. 16) Goliath defied 


Saul's army, encamped near Bethle- 
hem. Three of the sons of Jesse were 
in Saul's army and to them David is 
sent with food (vv. 13, 18,19). These 
brothers scornfully reproached .David 
when he expressed a willingness to 
fight Goliath, accusing him of pride and 
reminding him that he was but a shep- 
herd (vv. 26-29). David's words are 
carried to Saul and he is introduced to 
the king. 


I. Boastful Pride, vv. 3844. Fear 


and dismay were aroused at the very 
Bight of this proud Philistine (vv. 11, 
24, 32), yet such fear was foreign to 
David, for his eyes were not upon man 
but upon God (v. 37). 
He related to 


Saul his exploits not as boasting but 
as giving him assurance that God was 
able to deliver him out of the hand of 
this Philistine. 
Saul, who had oiico 


been a man of like simple faith, is now 
as much in fear as any of his army. 
David was perhaps about twenty years 
of ate and verse 56 calls him a "strip- 
ling," hence it was that Saul's armor 
would not flt him (cf. 10:23). Human- 
ly speaking, it was an impossible thing i 
David offered to accomplish single- 
handed. Even Saul (v. 32) sought to 
dissuade David, but David was not 
trusting in man nor depending upon 
the armor of the king (v. 39; Ps. 27:1- 
3; Isa. 12:2; Rom. 8:31). David took 
his familiar staff and sling (see 1 
Thess. 5:21) and uallied forth, "strong 
in the Lord, not in himself; armed not 
with steel but with faith." 
Crossing 


"the valley" (v. 40 marg.) he prepared 
'his sling, with which every Israelite 
was skilled (see I Sam. 13:19-23). On 
came the giant, a man about nine feet j 
tall (v. 4), "a stalking mountain, over: 
laid with brass and iron," preceded by 
his protector (v. 41). Why such a sol- 
dier after his period of triumph should 
.desire this added safety is not quite I 
clear. It suggests, however, the sin- 
ner's timidity which reveals his essen 
tial weakness in that he trusts him- 
self, takes no chances, and is even sus- 
picious of his own supporters. What 
a contrast! This armored giant and 
this ruddy-faced, unarmed youth, car- 
rying only the staff, wherewith he was 
wont to fight wild beasts, and his 
sling! When God calls a man he uses 
that weapon with which the man is 
most familiar, and when the church or 
the Christian soldier seeks to fight in 
the armor of another, or by using the 
weapons of the world, it is foredoomed 
to failure (Ex. 4:2; Judges 3:31). 


II. 
Conquering Humility, vv. 45-51. 


David 
acknowledged 
Goliath's 
su- 


perior armament, yet armed with the 
name of the God of the army of Israel 
which Goliath had insulted, his confi- 
dence overtops that of the Philistine 
and he hurls back his broud boast. 
Furthermore, the victory was to he an 
immediate one, "this day" (Zech. 4:6; 
James 4:7). With calm assurance he 
informs Goliath of the outcome of 
their conflict, but takes no credit to 
himself. David had naught but naked 
faith and the sense of a just cause to 
strengthen his arm. He would do to 
Goliath and the Philistines the things 
that Goliath had boasted tie would elo 
to David (vv. 44 and 46) "that all the 
earth may know that there is a God 
in Israel;" see also v. 47. 
David's 


seemingly insufficient preparation is 
now revealed to be abundant, for he 
had four stones more than he needed 
(v. 40). It is thus that God chooses 
the weak things to confound the mighty 
(I Cor. 1:27). 


HI, 
Summary. We have before us 


thrfes lessons. First the lesson of indi- 
vidual responsibility. A sinful king had 
paralyzed the 
effectiveness of the 


army of Israel. David, "a man after 
God's own heart," refused Saul's ar- 
mor, crying out "I cannot go in these." 
Saul, bound by tradition, must use 
conventional weapons. 
Every great 


advance in the history of the church 


j has been led by some man who struca 


out boldly, insensible alike to the con- 
ventionalism of his friends and the | 
gibes of the enemy. God would have 
every man work according to himself, 
not copying, not imitating, but with his 
own equipment. Second, all the giants 
of sin have not yet bqpn overthrown. 
We still have the giants of Intemper- 
ance, tfnchastity. Graft. Selfishness. 
Ambition and the Inequalities of our 
civic and social life. These can only 
be overcome in the strength of God.
